ago that the position of the bank became 
precarious. 

The Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, in 
addition to its nain office at 565 Broad- 
way, has several branches in Manhattan 
end more in Brooklyn, having a total of 
fourteen offices. The bank was estab- 
lished on its present scale by the merger 
of the Union Bank of Brooklyn with the 
old Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, which 
was one of the oldest banks in the 
Clearing House. The Sullivan interests 


in the Union Bank of B acquired 
control of the Mechanics’ and Traders’ 

from the Thomases, who a short 
time before had purchased a majority 
of the stock. Through the rchase of 
these Thomas holdings the Union Bank 
and its branches gained membership in 
the Clearing House. 

At that time the:Clearing House adopted 
an amendment to its constitution giving 
the association the privilege of reviewin 
the right of membership of any ban 
member which changed its management 
or merged with an outside bank. 0 
action was ever taken by the Clearing 
House under the authority conferred by 
this special amendment. 


The Bank’s Condition. 


The Mechanics and Traders’ Bank has 
$2,000,000 capital. When the last detailed 
weekly bank statement was issued at the 
close of October it reported profits and 
undivided surplus of $948,800. Its depos- 
its at that time amounted to $15,598,000. 
These, however, were considerably ré- 
duced between that time and the publi- 
cation of the condition of the bank at 
the time of the last call of the State 
Superintendent of Banks on Dec. 19.

posits with the close of December, it was 
said by Clearing House officials yester- 
day, have brought them down to some- 
thing under $10,000,000. 

The cash resources of the bank were 
drawn upon to a large extent yesterday 
by the necessity of meeting the bank’s 
debit balance at the Clearing House in 
cash and of making payments on checks 
presented over the counter.

BILLS FOR BANK RESERVES. 


One Increases the New York City 
Banks’ Reserve to 25 Per Cent. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 20.—Restrictions 
as to reserves of State banks and trust 
companies are provided for in two com- 
mittee bills introduced to-day in the Sen- 
ate. They embody the recommendations 
of Clark Williams, State Superintendent 
of Banks, who made an investigation of 
the recent financial disturbance itn New 
York City. One bill increases the reserve 
which must be held by New York City 
banks and individual bankers from 15 to 
25 per cent. of the aggregate deposits, and 
from 10 to 15 per cent. in other cities. 

Two-fifths of the reserve of New York 
City institutions and three-fifths in the 
case of banks in other cities may consist 
of moneys on deposit subject to call with 
a trust company or bank. Under the pres- 
ent law one-half the reserve of a bank in 
any part of the State may be deposited 
subject to call. 

In the case of the New York City trust 
companies, a reserve of 15 per cent. of 
aggregate deposits is required, and the 
whole of the reserve, instead of one-third, 
as at present, must be in money. Trust 
companies in other citles must have a re- 
serve of 10 per cent. of the aggregate de- 


posits and 50 per cent. must be in money. 

Mr. Wainwright of the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Banks does not agree with the 
Superintendent of Banks upon the ques- 
tion of the reserve for banks. He takes 
the position that the entire reserve should 
be in money under the control of the in- 
stitution, A hearing on the banking bills 
will be given Feb. 11 or 12 by the Senate 
and Assembly Committees on Banking in 
joint session.

Receiver ide Says Receivers Are 
Anxious to See an Early 
Reopening. 


ITS SECURITIES INTACT 


And WIll Not Be Sacrificed—W. But- 
ler Duncan Chides Depositors Who 
Won't Accept Resumption Plan. 


Henry C. Ide, one of the receivers of 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company, re- 
ported yesterday that the sum of $8,608,- 
216 was now in possession of the receivers 
in the depositories named by the court. 
He also declared that the receivers were 
anxious to facilitate in every possible 
way the reopening of the Knickerbocker. 
“In view of the improved financial con- 
ditions,” he said, ‘the receivers are 
bringing more strenuous pressure to bear 
upon debtors, so that the largest amount 
possible may be available in case of re- 
sumption, 

“It has from the beginning been the 
earnest wish of the court and of its 
agents, the receivers, that the recelver- 
ship should be a short one, and that by 
some plan this great institution should be 
preserved. To this end they have, for the 
time being, retained the branch offices 
and enough of the officers and employes 
of the trust compauy to enable it to be a 
going concern at once, should the reor- 
ganization plan succeed. 

‘The appraisal and inventory of the as- 
sets have not yet been entirely com- 
pleted.”’ 

Mr. Ide said that the receivers had not 
deemed it for the interests of the depos- 
itors or stockholders that securities be- 
longing to the company should be sac- 
rificed by a forced sale under existing 
conditions, nor was it believed that the 
public interest would be promoted by in- 
undating the market with millions of dol- 
lars of securities either good or doubtful, 
consequently very few of the stocks or 
bonds held as investment have been sold. 
The same considerations, Mr. Ide said, 
have made the receivers most con- 
servative in selling collateral

LITTLETON PLEADS 
INSANITY FOR THAW 


Defense Asks His Acqulttal for the 
Murder of Stanford White Be- 
cause He Was Not Responsible. 


BITTER ATTACK ON JEROME 


Defendant's Counsel Criticises the Dis- 
trict Attorney and Defends Evelyn 
Nesbit—Big Crowd in Court 


The last word on behalf of Harry K. 
Thaw, now at the end of his second trial 
for the murder of Stanford White, was 
spoken yesterday by Martin W. Littleton, 
his chief counsel, in a speech which con- 
sumed nearly five hours. : 

His summing up of the case of the de- 
fense was marked by a complete disre- 
gard for the family pride of the Thaws, 
by a total annihilation of sane or insans 
“exaggerated ego’’ of the defendant and 
@ close adherence to the testimony he had 
offered which was intended to establish 
@ clear case of insanity born in genera- 
tions before him and still existing. 

The argument was of a _ sensational 
mature in so far as the grouping of facts 
brought into the testimony was concerned, 
but at no time did the lawyer for the de- 
fendant sacrifice consideration for Stan- 
ford White, A 

One of the things unlooked for and in 
which Mr. Littleton showed his mastery 
of the art of pleading in a criminal case 
and his thorough comprehension of human 
mature as he judged the twelve men with 
whom the fate of his client rests came 
when he took up a cudgel in the defense 
of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw. In championing 
this woman about whom the whole whirl 
of events revolved from the time of her 
arrival in New York to the slaying of 
‘White on Madison Square Roof Garden, 

. Littleton took the attitude of a man 
Ww generosity to spare and time in which 
to halt from his endeavor at saving the 
life of a client to plead for a woman who 
had grown from childhood without a 
guiding hand. He attacked the District 
Attorney, charging him with a hatred 
for the woman unbecoming to his office, 
and an effort to blacken and ruin her, 

Bitting at the end of a row of seats 
in which were the prisoner’s aged mother, 
Mre. William Thaw, Mrs. Carnegie, Josiah 
Thaw, and a trained nurse, who attends 
the mother, Evelyn Thaw hailed her 
champion with ill-concealed delight. At 
the close of the morning session she ex- 
claimed on leaving the courtroom: 

“All that is left for Jerome to do 1s 
to tear my little Buster Brown collar to 
pieces!” 

There. was no suggestion of vindication 
of Thaw because a woman had been 
harmed, there was no hint of the ‘“ de- 
mentia Americana’ that Delmas had 
sprung in his argument, Mr. Littleton 
stuck to the straight-cut line of insanity 
as a defense, and paused only long enough 
to command the sympathetic attention of 
the jury by asking why the District At- 
torney had so savagely set upon the wife 
of the prisoner, and whether her mis- 
doings and weaknesses offered rebuttal | 
evidence as to the claim that Thaw was 
insane when he slew Stanford White, 

Beginning of His Speech. 


Mr. Littleton began his argument a few 
minutes before 11 o’clock. His voice was 
pitched low and he addressed courteously 
Justice Dowling, the foreman of the jury, 
and his associates in the box, 

‘I know how well founded is the sus- 
picion against the defense of insanity,” 
he said. “I know that a man sitting in 
this jury box said, when he was ex- 


amined, that he had no prejudice against 
a plea of insanity provided it was not an 
insanity which seemed to be invented for 
an occasion. We stand asking nothing 
that any American might not ask any 
American jury.”’ 

Ignoring the affidavit made a year ago 
by the prisoner's mother, in which she 
declared there was no hereditary taint of 
insanity in the Thaw family, the lawyer 
described the prenatal influences which 
told. upon the prisoner before his birtl 
and put ‘heavy stress upon the evidencé 
of the mother as to her condition afta 
finding her baby dead beside her in bed 
and her nervous collapse just before the 

- birth of Harry. 

“These are not speculations,” he said. 
* They are not things that we may trifle 
with. They are the fundamental rules of 
the organic life of the world. They lle 
at the very base of human life. This 
is indeed opening up the very bosoms 
of people and laying them on the table; 
in order that you may see that this case | 
Was not born of an exigency, pulled to- 

ether out of a desire to see injustice 

one or murder covered, but was born 
out of the history and the facts in the 
life of this defendant.” 

In detail he argued that as witness 

fter witness for the defense had given 

patimony to the insanity of the accused 
the District Attorney had offered no 
evidence to show that Thaw was sane. 
Of the evidence of Dr. Russell Wells of 
mdon, who told of Thaw’s treatment for 
sanity in that oF and in the hospital 
in Devonshire, Mr. Littleton said: 

“What a belligerent attitude the Dis-

Mr. Jerome believed that what Dr. Wells 
said was not true?” he asked. 

"You will recall that in my opening I 
challengod the District Attorney to bring 
a single physiclan who would swear that 
this man was not insane on the night of 
the 25th of Jpne, 1906. I challenged him 
three weeks ago and day after day I have 
challenged him. And day after day he has 
evaded my challenge and he has closed 


his case. 

“The killing of White occurred two 
years ago. he District Attorney has 
een in office all that time. He has had 
ample eeermnhy to arrange his case. 
Has he brought a single witness to dis- 
credit this defense? It. was easy enough 
for him to dispute it, and it was _ his 
bounden duty to dispute it if he could. 

“He has summoned no one to prove oth- 
erwise than that Thaw was insane. His 
innuendo, his sneers, and insinuations 
have not been evidence, they have offered 
nothing tangible to you upon which to 
(dee this case. On the other hand, he 
as shown an unofficial antipathy to the 
wife of this defendant and a savagery of 
attack upon her inconsistent with his 
oN as a District Attorney. 

‘I may be in error in this regard, but 

don't care whether you believe that 
her conduct with White was reprehensi- 
ble or not. A woman is entitled to the 
Same consideration in the witness chair 
that a man is, and should be treated with 
at least the same measure of gentility. 

“The District Attorney has been more 
intent on destroying this young woman 
than on proving this defendant guilty of 
the murder of Stanford White. He did 
not assail her to prove that Thaw was 
not insane on the night of June 25, 1906, 
but to show that she was unworthy of 
belief, and he acted as if he were trying 
Evel Thaw and not the defendant.

“It is clear that the intent was to give 
security for the paymrent of money in 
the nature of mortgages, and not to’ make 
an absolute conveyante of the property. 
Courts would therefore give effect to the

‘The basis for assessing the mortgage 
tax in this case will be the value of the | 
property covered by the deeds.

KING EDWARD OPENS 
BRITISH PARLIAMENT 


Says His Government May Call 
Conference on International 
Prize Court. 


HOPEFUL AS TO THE CONGO 


Seeking Agreement with America to 
Refer Newfoundland Troubles to 
Arbitration at The Hague. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—King Edward opened 
Parliament to-day, having rode from 
Buckingham Palace to Westminster in 
the gilded coach of State accompanied by 
the Queen. The Premier, Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, was the only Cab- 
inet Minister present when the King read 
the address from the throne. 

His Majesty began his address with brfet 
references to the visit of the German Em- 
peror, the death of King Oscar of Sweden, 
the conclusion of the Russian agreement, 
and the treaty for the preservation of the 
integrity of Norway, to which Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany, and Russia are 
parties. 

Referring to the peace conference held 
at The Hague last Summer, the King 
said: 

The various instruments annexed to the final 
act of that conference show the progress that 
has been made, and they are receiving the 
attentive consideration of my Government. One 
of the most important of these instruments 
establishes the great principle of an inter- 
national court of appeal in prize cases. 

My Government is considering the question of 
inviting répresentatives of the leading mart- 
time nations to attend a conference in London 
in the course of next Autumn, with a view of 
coming to an understanding on certain im- 
portant points of international law for the guld- 
ance of this court. 


The condition of the Christian and Mus- 
sulman populations in the Macedonian 
vilayets, it was stated, showed no im- 
provement. ‘“‘My Government,” said the 
King, ‘‘has made further proposals to 
the Sultan and also to the great powers 
for: deating effectually with the principal 
causes of this disturbance.” 

With reference to the Congo the King 
said: 

My Government is all fully aware of the 
great anxiety felt with regard to the treatment 
of the native population in the Congo Inde- 
pendent State. Its sole desire is to see the 
Government of that State humanely adminis- 
tered in accordance with the spirit of the Berlin 
act, and I trust that the negotiations now pro- 
ceeding between the Sovereign of the Congo 
State and the Belgian Government will secure 
this object, 

The King announced that negotiations 
were being conducted with the Govern- 
ment of the United States for an agree- 
ment to refer to the International Court 
of Arbitration at The Hague the questions 
pending between the two Governments 
which relate to the Newfoundland fish- 
eries, It is hoped that by this friendly 
procedure a long-standing source of diffi- 
culty may be satisfactorily removed. 

It was announced that the difficulty 
over Japanese immigration into Canada 
has been settled, 

In the supplementary speech to the 
House of Commons, his Majesty an- 
nounced the bills that are to be brought 

‘in. These are the licensing and education 
acts for England and Wales, a bill regu- 
Jating the hours of labor in the coal mines, 
@ bill.for the housing of the working 
classes, a bill to amend the system of the 
valuation of property for taxation in Eng- 
land and Wales, the Irish University bill, 
the Irish Land Putchase bill, and the 
Scottish Land bill, which failed at the, last 
session of Parliament. 

Big .as is the Liberal programme of 
legislation, there is a well-defined feeling 
of disappointment among the Ministerial 
supporters that the Cabinet has not been 


more definitely radical in its proposals. 

The speeches of the Cabinet representa- 
tives since the last session of Parliament 
had led to the expectation of more defi- 
nite proposals with regard to the Govern- 
ment’s Irish. policy, old age pensions and 
education, to mention only a few subjects 
references to which,in the King’s speech 
did not satisfy the respective elements 
especially interested therein. There is an 
inclination to believe that the King used 
his influcnce to modify sweeping pro- 

osals with which the Cabinet is credited 

y those usually in their confidence. 

Even the whittled programme, however, 
strikes old Parliamentarians with aston- 
ishment. ‘‘ Stupendous’’ was the word 
frequently heard in the lobbies of Parlia- 
ment applied to this programme. Mr. 
Balfour, leader of the Opposition party, 
declared it could not be carried through 
without practically stifling debate. 

The absence in the King’s speech of any 
reference to the relations between the 
two houses of Parliament was sarcastic- 
ally referred to by Lord Lansdowne. It 
is understood that the Cabinet has de- 
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cided practically to drop this fight until 
next year. 

John E..Redmond, in the course of the 
debate on the address, declared that the 
King’s speech was disappointing and un- 
satisfactory. Mr. Redmond and his fol- 
lowers were all particularly jubilant, hav- 
ing just come from a party meeting in the 
committee room, at. which the recent rec- 
nenetten of the warring elements was 
sealed.

Three Women Waving Paper Banners 
Force Their Way to Royal Coach. 
LONDON, Jan. 29.—When the royal pro- 

cession was returning to Buckingham 


Palace after the opening of Parliament 
to-day, three well-dressed woman suffra-

vend made their way to within a few yards 
of the King’s cosch. 

They were waving strips of paper bear- 
ing the words, ‘“‘ Votes for Women!” 


These papers were immediately taken 
from their hands by the police. 

One of the women fainted and was taken 
care of by friends; the other two women 
had to be dragged away by force. 

There had been considerable apprehen- 
sion on the part of those charged with 
maintaining order to-day lest the woman 
suffragists should make some important 
demonstrations. No threats to disturb 
the King had been made, but there had 
been intimations that the _ suffragists 
wouid make things most interesting for 
the members of the houses of Parliament, 
partiogaey if there should be no men- 
tion of suffrage in the address from the 
throne. 

Greater precautions could not have been 
taken if an Anarchist uprising had been 
feared. The only women admitted to the 
galleries of Parliament were those for 
whom members vouched in writing as 
their wives or relatives, and the police 
who were on duty around Westminster 
and throughout the houses of Parliament 
were instructed to keep especial watch 
over all women. 


LANSING, Mich., Jan. 29.—The Consti- 
tutional Convention to-day voted down by 
a vote of 47 to 34 a proposal for woman 
suffrage. 


LORD CURZON SEATED. 


Man Calling Himself Lord De Morley 
Turned Out of the Chamber. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—The claim of Lord 
Curzon of Kedleston to be a peer, to sit 
and vote on the part of Ireiand in the 
House of Lords, was admitted, and he 
took the oath and his seat in the House. 

A stir was caused in the House of Lords 
just prior to the arrival of his Majesty. 


A man who appeared to be a peer, being 
cauly robed in scarlet and ermine, had his 
title challenged by the House officials. 
He had taken a seat cn one of the front 
benches at an early hour. When he was 
challenged he produced documents and 
gave the name of Lord De Morley, who 
claims to be a peer of the realm. The 
officials seemingly were not satisfied, for 
he was escorted from the House. 


STOESSEL DEFENSE ENDS. 


General Shows That Kondratenko Be- 
lieved Port Arthur Couldn’t Hold Out. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 29.—The taking 
of testimony by the court-martial which 
is trying Lieut. Gen. Stoessel for the sur- 
render of Port Arthur to the Japanese 
came to an end to-day, and the court ad- 
journed until Feb. 4, when the final argu- 
ments will be heard. 

As a final justification for his surren- 
der, Gen. Stoessel to-day read a letter 


from Gen. Kondratenko, dated Oct. 1, 
1904, in which the writer said he recog- 
nized the necessity of surrender and asked 
Gen. Stoessel to prepare the Emperor for 
it and advise him to make peace with 
Japan while the fortress was still in Rus- 
sian hands. 

Gen. Stoessel made an address to the 
court, in which he said he could not fol- 
low the advice given by Gen. Kondratenko 
because the communications passed 
through too many hands; consequently, 
he defended the fortress as long as pos- 
sible. 


STATE VS.FEDERAL RECEIVERS 


Judge Lacombe Reserves Decision on 
Change Sought In Traction Control, 


Judge Lacombe, in the United States 
Circuit Court, heard argumeut yesterday 
on the application of the receivers ap- 
pointed in the State courts to assume 
possession of the surface roads operated 
by the New York City Railway. Fred- 
eric R. Coudert appeared for the State 
receivers, and Herbert R. Limburger for 
the Attorney General. James Byrne ap- 
peared for the Federal receivers. 

Mr. Coudert contended that the State 
has exclusive power to regulate its own 
corporations, and that the appointment 


of Federal receivers for the ‘New York 
City and Metropolitan Street Railways, 
with insistence upon the jurisdiction of 
the Federal courts, was an invasion of 
this right. 

Mr. Byrne, for the Federal receivers, 
said that, while Mr. Coudert’s objection 
might apply in the case of a permanent 
receivership, it could not be urged when 
the receivership was only temporary. 

Judge Lacombe reserved decision till 
Monday. 
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RECKLESS MOTORIST 
SENT TO PRISON 


Newark Dentist Gets 18-Month 
Sentence for Killing Mar- 
cus J. Jacobs. 


COURT GIVES HIM LECTURE 


Tells Prisoner That His Cowardly 
Flight After Running Man Down 
Branded Him a Criminal. 


Dr. Walter H. Morris, a dentist of New- 
ark, N. J., who was driving the automo- 
bile that killed Marcus J. Jacebs, a the- 
atrical manager, in that city on Sept. 26 
last, was sentenced to eighteen months 
in the Essex County penitentiary yester- 
day by Judge Ten Eyck in the Quarter 
Sessions. Court, Newark. Immediately 
after the sentence Morris was taken away 
to begin serving his term. 

Prior to the passing of sentence, Samue! 
Kalisch, counsel for Morris, made a plea 
for clemency on the ground that the case 
was one of manslaughter in the lowest de- 
gree. He contenced that the fact that it 
was an automobile was exactly the same 
as if it had been a trolley car that was 
responsible for Jacobs’s death. In pass- 
ing sentence, Judge Ten Eyck said: 

“It is true, as your counsel has stated, 
that there was no criminal intent on your 
part, but you were guilty of gross negli- 
gence and reckless disregard for the safe- 
ty of people on the public street. A more 
extreme case of recklessness could hard- 
ly occur. 

‘The death of Mr. Jacobs, a highly re- 
spected man, under the circumstances, 
shocked the whole community. After you 
had indulged in drinking intoxicating 
liquors with your companions, you drove 
your high-power automobile at great 
speed through Broad Street in the centre 
of the city at about 4:30 P. M., when the 
street was crowded with people. 

‘“*Mr. Jacobs had just stepped off a 
trolley car and was about to go to the 
sidewalk when your car struck him while 
you were going at high speed, and with- 
out giving any warning ° signal. You 
knew he had been struck and probably 
seriously injure’, but continued at high 
speed down Broad Street and out of the 
city, doing further damage later on. 

“It was not until several days later that 
you concluded to surrender yourself to 
the authorities. Such conduct was not 
only the extreme of disregard for the 
safety of others and a cowardly violation 
of the laws of decency, but your reck- 
lessness supplied the place of criminal in- 
tent required to constitute a criminal ac- 
tion, and makes you responsible under 
the criminal law for manslaughter. 

* Both as a penalty to you and as a 
warning to others using the highways that 
gross recklessness resulting in injury to 
others will be adequately punished it is 
the duty of the court to inflict a severe 
penalty in this case.”’ 

Morris is being sued by the Jacobs es- 
tate civilly for $100,000 damages, and by 
Louis Shapiro, a peddler, whose wagon 
his car demolished in the course of flight, 
for $5,000. 


SHOCK TO THE KAISER. 


Recruit Unable to Tell How the Ho- 
henzollerns Came to the Throne. 


BERLIN, Jan. 29.—Emperor William to- 
day reviewed the First Regiment of the 
Guards at Potsdam, and after the men 
had marched past his Majesty tock: the 
regiment in hand personally and drilled 
it for an hour. At the conclusion of these 
exercises Emperor William passed along 
in front of each company, picking out and 
guestioning tndividual recruits on various 
subjects, but principally concerning Ger- 
man history. 

He asked one man if he knew the fable 
of the Schildhorn Monument in the Grune- 
wald. The man said he had never heard 
of the monument, whereupon the Em- 
peror remarked that it would be a good 
thing for him to read more. Another re- 
cruit_had the vaguest notions regarding 
the Princes of Wenden. 

The Emperor then asked a Pommer- 
anian if he knew how the Hohenzollerns 
had come to the throne. This recruit was 
no better informed than his fellows, for 
he answered stelidly: ‘No, your Maj- 
esty.”” This answer was a good deal of a 
shock to the Faiser. 

The Emperor then sent a number of 
officers of high rank into the lines among 
the soldiers and called on the recruits 
to pick out and name each corps, division, 
and brigade commander present, This 
was done without mistake.

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PLEADS FOR MASSO PARRA. 


Counsel In Treason Trial Says There 
Was No Crime Against Cuba. 


Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 

HAVANA, Jan. 29.—M. Jorrin, the 
counsel for Gen. Masso Parra and 
others, who are undergoing trial here 
on the charge of conspiring to bring 
about a revolution in Cuba, summed 
up for the defense to-day. ni 

He argued that if his clients were 
guilty of treason, their crime had been 
committed against the United States 
and not against Cuba, there being, ac- 
cording to his contention, no Cuban 
Government, but a provisional Ameri- 
can Government. 

The Spanish Penal Code, he sald, de- 
fined treason as conspiring against the 
“Supreme Government.” In this case 
the United States was the supreme 
Government, according to the Treaty of 
Paris, the Platt Amendment, and Judge 
Advocate General Davis’s opinion given 
to President Roosevelt. Gen. Davis, 
counsel said, cited to Mr. Roosevelt 
the statute empowering the President 
to employ all the country’s forces to 
put down insurrection in the territory 
of the United States and subjugate all 
persons in violent resistance to the au- 
thority of the United States. Counsel 
contended that, acting on this opinion, 
which views Cuba as United States ter- 
ritory, Mr. Roosevelt sent forces to 
Cuba. 

Counsel then quoted Article 3, Section 
3, of the United States Constitution, 
Gefining treason, and argued that no 
overt act having been committed, the 
accused was not guilty of treason 
against the United States, which was 
the sole sovereignty in Cuba. 

This, he said, was further proven by 
Mr. Roosevelt’s order for the inaugura- 
tion in Cuba of a President and Sena- 
tors before Feb. 1, 1909, which disre- 
garded the provision of the Cuban Con- 
stitution fixing one hundred days be- 
tween the election of Senators by the 
Electoral College and the promulgation 
of their election. 

All this, he said, flatly contradicted 
the fiction maintained by Gov. Magoon 
and Washington that Mr. Magoon was 
merely a Cuban Executive, and in no 
sense an American official. Gov. Ma- 
goon had removed the American flag 
which had been placed in the decora- 
tions at the Palace entrance for the 
New Year's reception, declaring him- 
self purely a Cuban Executive, and 
when he sailed Monday a Cuban for- 
tress fired the Presidential twenty-one 
guns. Mr. Jorrin is a Radical Liberal, 
and such declarations by him in open 
court will be sure to raise a contro- 
versy. The court did not adjourn until 
7 this evening. The trial will be re- 
sumed to-morrow. Three more law- 
yers Bre to speak and then the case 
will rest with the judges for decision. 
Conviction is probable. 


NEW GERMAN AUTO CORPS. 


Government to Subsidize Motor Cars 
So as to Use Them In War. 


BERLIN, Jan. 29.—The Lieutenants of 
the army reserve have been selected to 
form an automobile corps and to under- 
take the registration of all motor cars in 
Prussian territory, the owners of which 


are to receive subsidies, in return for 
which they will be obliged to keep the 
machines in order for military purposes 
in the event of mobilization. 

The War Office has appropriated $20,000 
yearly for grants for th S purpose. This 
step is taken to counteract the probable 
destruction of all railroads in the event 
of war, in which case the army would be 
compelled to rely upon read transporta- 

on. 


BIG CHINESE™STEEL’ PLANT. 


Natives to Back New Enterprise with 
$6,000,000 Capital. 


American steel and iron interests will 
soon have another rival in the Far East. 
The project is backed by Chinese cap- 


ital, and embraces the construction of ex- 
tensive works at Hankow. 

Primarily material is to be turned out 
for use in the construction and equip- 
ment of the Canton, Hankow, Hunan & 
Szerchim Railways, which hitherto have 
drawn all their supplies of rails, loco- 
motives, cars, &s., from this side. Event- 
ually it expects to become a factor for 
the supply of different iron and steel 
products in the general markets of the 
Far East. The pliant, in the first instance, 
will entail an expenditure of about $6,000,- 
000 gold, and inquiries are’ now being 
made in this market with a view to the 
purchase of the major portion of the 
equipment. 

This plant, together with similar steel 
projects in India and Japan, will call for 
a total investment of #5,000,000. 

Notes of Foreign Affairs. 

RIGA,® Jan. 29.--An association of land 
owners in the Baltic provinces of Russia 
brought suit some time ago against a number 
of insurance companies to compel the pay- 
ment of compensation for the burning and 
pillaging of insured estates during the revo- 
lutionary activity in the Baltic provinces of 
the years 1905-06, and to-day a decision was 
handed down favorable to the land owners. 
The losses of the insurance companies will 
amount to hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Jan. 29.—The bodies 
of Philip Nunez and Clarence Merritt, two 
members of a party of twelve marines whose 
sailboat was capsized off Morro Castle Jan. 
27 were washed ashore here to-day. They 
were buried in the Military Cemetery. 

LAPAZ, Bolivia, Jan. 29.—A slight improve- 
ment was reported to-day in the condition of 
William B, Sorsby, the American Minister to 
Bolivia, who recently had a stroke of paralysis. 
Mr. Sorsby is able to move one of his- legs, 
but has no control of his arms.

CHINESE NEWSPAPER 
HAS ITS TROUBLES 


“Help! Help!" Cries the Erudite 
Editor, Who Is Also the Staff 
and Office Boy. 


MUST HAVE COMPOSITORS 


Government Unfeelingly Holds Up the 
Men Who Can Set the Laun- 
dry Bill Type. 


There is trouble in the printing office of 
the Chinese Reform News, 7-8 Chatham 
Square. Some of the old typesetters have 
left and the authorities at Washington 
;are holding up the new Chinese com- 
positors, so that they will not arrive in 
time for the Chinese New Year on Feb. 7. 

Every Chinaman has to have his set of 
New Year cards, with his name printed 
in the corner. Anticipating that rush of 
extra work, the Chinese printing. office 
has been negotiating with Washington for 
several weeks to get the new typesetters 
here in time. The negotiations have been 
long and troubled, for the importation of 
Chinese printers hits both the Chinese 
immigration and contract labor laws. 

No other compositor but a Chinaman 
will do, and they are scarce, even in 
China. The difficulty of the trade arises 
from the lack of a Chinese alphabet, for 
{n Chinese each word has a separate char- 
acter. As Lee Thick, editor of The Reform 
News expresses it, ‘How many t’ousand 
word we use? T’ousand, many t’ousand. 
How many?. Oh, two, t’ree t’ousand. He 
must learn. He study. It take long time. 
I pay sixty dollar a month.” 

Sixty dollars a month is a large salary 
in Chinatown. In his native country it 
costs the workman only 2 cents a day to 
live. Even in China, compositors are hard 
to find, because outside of the educated 
class few ever learn the “‘ two, t’ree t’ou- 
sand”’ characters necessary for the print- 
ing business. 

Besides The Chinese Reform News, is- 
sued every Thursday and Saturday, Lee 
Thick also publishes law books—United 
States law translated into Chinese. At 
New Years 
and the customary red visiting 
bearing the name, in three black scrawls, ; 
which every Chinaman must have. This| 
year, Thick has instituted an innovation 
in the shape of New Year's postcards to 
be sent with the customary red ticket. 
For this reason the few typesetters are 
more than busy, working thirteen hours 
daily while the Government is hindering 
the coming of the recruits. 

Part of the trouble one may learn from 
Thick himself at his printing office be- 
low a malodorous sweatshop. One may 
bang for some time on the closed iron 
doors before they are opened by a green- 
shirted Chinaman in native dress. He 
opens the door three inches and says, 
* Hulloa.”’ It is the only English he 
speaks, but by placing one’s foot in the 
crack of the door and repeating one’s 
business many times in loud tones, the 
ease finally reaches the ears of Thick. 
That dapper little person ceases his trans- 


lation of the Melican law and greets the 
visitor. ‘‘ Yes, they are ver’ busy. Yes, 
the New Year's.” 

“Is it true you 
setters because of 
Washington?” 

The little Chinaman’ smiles_ 
‘*Yes, they must come from China, 
like to see the New Year's cards?” 

The door is opened and the workmen 
stare a’ second and then return to their 
forms. Along both sides of the wall are 
frame upon frame full of type, 
t’ousand word.”’ In the rear of the room 
are the presses, while the floor around is 
piled with thousands of red New Year's 
ecards and calendars, ready for Feb. 7. 
At the front the six compositors are set- 
ting up the editorial page of The Chinese 
News, and on the forms beside them re- 
poses the teapot. 

Aside from the typesetters there fs no 
office force. Thick is ‘‘a cook and 
captain bold, and a mate of the Nancy 
brig.””

Secretary Says That the Influ- 
ence We Are Exerting Is 
Due to His Policy. 


NAVY AN INSURER OF PEACE 


Presidential Candidate Addresses the 
Tippecanoe Club and Confers with 
His Ohio Manager, Vorys. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 29.—McKinley 
wag the keynote of several addresses de- 
livered at the Tippecanoe Club’s annual 
McKinley Day banquet here to-night, at 
which Secretary of War William H. Taft 
was the guest of honor. The Secretary 
spoke on ‘“‘ The Republic.” All of the 
speakers confined their remarks to the 
life and deeds of McKinley. 

Secretary Taft, accompanied by Col. 
Clarence Edwards of the United States 
Army and Congressman Duncan E. Mc- 
Kinley of California, arrived here at noon. 
A’ reception committee, headed by ex- 
Gov. Myron T. Herrick, met Secretary 
Taft and took him to the Union Club, 
where an informal luncheon‘was served. 
Late in the afternoon the Secretary went 
to the Tippecanoe Club rooms, where a 
public reception was held. 

At the banquet F. W. Prentiss, ex-Pres- 
ident of the Tippecanoe Club, acted as 
toastmaster. Tnc speakers were the Rev. 
Dr. Paul F. Sutphen of the Second Pres- 
byterian Church, Congressman Duncan F. 
MoKinley of California, and Secretary 
Taft. Mr. Taft said in part: 


McKinley’s Battle for Honest Money. 


“Those of us who look back to Mc- 
Kinley’s Administration find it difficult 
to separate from his Administration the 
great battle for honest money and for 
the integrity of the Nation's plighted faith 
with which his Administration was 
ushered in. The conditions surrounding 
that controversy make it one of the most 
remarkable victories for popular govern- 
ment that was ever achieved.” 

Taking up the question of our island 
possessions Secretary Taft said: 

“A Nation like that of the United 
States, with 80,000,000 of people, witr 
resources unexampled in the history of 
the world, with ideals as high as those of 
any nation, with the earnest desire to 
spread the principles of liberty and of 
popular government, cannot maintain a 
position of isolation with respect to the 
peoples of the world when fate shall have 
thrust some of those peoples under our 
control. We must assume responsibility 
with respect to their development. 


Future Which McKinley Saw. 


“Under such circumstances we must 
regard and have an interest in what our 
neighbors are doing, and when we can 
assist them we cannot pass by on the 
other. side as the Levite did, but we must 
take them up as the good Samaritan did 
and bind up their wounds and prepare to 
send them on their way rejoicing. This 
was the future which McKinley saw for 
his country. 

‘““What has been the result to the 
United States of this so-called colonial 
policy? Well, it has added to her trade 
something over $100,000,000. I do not 
think that is important except as a begin- 
ning. If the Government continues its 
friendly policy toward Porto Rico and the 
Philippines, and opens her markets as 
well to the Philippines as to Porto Rico, 
this trade will treble and quadruple in a 
marvelously short time, so that merely 
from the standpoint.of material progress 
the mutual benefits for the people we are 


helping and ourselves will be, no, mean 
3 fication for the policy. ‘ 

“ Again, our action in assuming our part 
of the responsibility of the world poms 
for the development of the world has 
added to our influence the world around 
and has made our voice influential in/all 
international councils. So great has been 
this wth that the immediate successor 
of iliam McKinley, Theodore Roose- 
velt, has been able to accomplish more 
in the preservation of the peace of the 
world an any President that ever ad- 
ministered or any monarch that ever 
reigned.”’ 

Ohio politics was not overlooked by Mr. 
Taft. or an hour he conferred with his 
State mamager, Arthur I. Vorys, Walter 
C. Brown. Chairman of the epublican 
State Committée, and local leaders. The 
local fight was left in the hands of Vorys 
and Brown.

|BRIDGE SERVICE SAVES TIME. 


| New Through Trains Now Running on 
Good Schedule. 

With hardly a hitch in the three rush 
hours last evening, the new through 
trains, which were used for the first time 
on Brooklyn Bridge on Monday with such 
discouraging results, rolled into the Man- 
hattan terminal of the bridge, took on 
their load of passengers with little con- 
fusion, and rolled out again promptly on 
the signal, carrying the Brooklynites to 
their destination in considerably shorter 
time than under the old system. 

Ihe work yesterday morning, in han- 
dling the rush to Manhattan, was even 
more successful. In the morning rush 
hours the company failed by only one 
train of running across the bridge the 
desired number of sixty-four trains an 
hour, while the average between 4 and 
7 P. M. was fifty-five. 

The ninety policemen were scattered 
over the platforms to keep order at the 
train gates, and several were posted at 
each entrance to the elevated to shut the 
gates there whenever the platforms were 
overcrowded—but only three times was it 


necessary to shut any gates, and then for 
only a couple of minutes. 

As a tentative experiment, iron railings 
such as are used at the Grand Central 
Subway station were put up yesterday on 
the platform at the northeastern corner 
of the terminal where the Ridgewood and 
Myrtle Avenue trains come in. Chief En- 
gineer C, M. Ingersoll exp'ained that the 
company had not yet decided to place 
such railings along all the platforms, but 
would do so if it seemed effective.

PLACING OF BONDS, 


Preference Given Banks Because 
Trouble Could Be Stopped 
More Surely. 


NO PARTISANSHIP SHOWN 


Secretary Tells Senate a Treasury Def- 
icit Is in Sight, and Asks Legisla- 


tive Relief from Guardianship. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 29.—Secretary Cor- 
telyou’s response to the Senate resolution 
of Dec, 12. last, calling for information 
concerning the causes and methods of 
remedying the recent financial panic was 
received by Vice President Fairbanks to- 
day, and the Senate ordered it printed. 

Accompanying the tabies of figures was 
a printed letter of transmittal in which 
Mr. Cortelyou defended himself against 
attacks that have been made by Demo- 
cratic Senators during frequent discus- 
sions of the delay in preparing the in- 
formation and sending it to the Senate. 

Secretary Cortelyou gives a summary 

of occurrences in the United States finan- 
cial world frora the time he assumed 
charge as Secretury of the Treasury until 
the special report was compiled. Various 
stringencies occurred prior to August, 
| 1007, which were promptly relleved. A 
|plan of weekly deposits of Government 
| funds in various banks was begun Aug. 
|} 28. By Oct. 14 these deposits had reached 
a total of $28,000,000, 
' In October occurred the events In New 
York which culminated in the decision of 
New York banks to issue Clearing fiouse 
certificates. The Treasury transferred to 
National banks within a few Gays the 
sum of $35,000,000, and transmitted to 
New York within three days about $36,- 
000,000 in small bills. 

In New York City alone, the report 
shows, Clearing House certificates were 
issued in excess of $100,000,000. By the 
middle of November the Treasury had met 
the demand for relief to the extent that 
the working balance was reduced to ap- 
proximately $5,000,000. 

After the issue of Panama bonds and 
cne-year Treasury certificates the bank- 
note circulation began to increase until it 
stood Dec. 31, $690,130,895, as against 
$607,118,742 on Oct.-15. On Jan. 18, 1908, 
the issue had reached $695,927,806. 

“The announcement of the issues of 
new securities by the Treasury,” says Mr. 
Cortelyou, ‘‘marked in some degree the 
turning point of the panic. Early in De- 
cember it became possible to withdraw 
about $6,000,000 from National banks in 
New York City. This was followed Jan. 
22 by another call for $10,000,000 from 
New York banks. This will be followed 
soon by a call on outside banks.” 

The amount of currency which disap- 
peared from circulation from the time of 
the suspension of the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company until confidence was practically 
restored in December is stated as approx- 
imately $296,000,000, or substantially one- 
tenth of the entire estimated money in 
circulation. 


The Secretary of the Treasury gives 
figures concerning the export of mer- 
chandise to show the energy with which 
the economic resources of the country 
were devoted to the relief of the situation, 
the excess of gaports over impocts rising 
from $* 464,404 in Augrst, 1007, to $114,- 
£90,665 In December, 1907. He says: 

“The issue of new securities by the 
Treasury Department was influenced by 
the conclusion that it was advisable to 
take some strong and resolute step which 
would convince the public, both at home 


and abroad, that the Government was 
thoroughly alive to the situation and 
determined to give its aid in every pos- 
sible legal and proper form.” 

Concerrfing the allotment of new issues 
of securities he says: 

‘‘Their character was such that it was 
anticipated that most of the subscriptions 
would come from National banks; that 
the 2 per cent. bonds afforded such privi- 
leges to National banks as a basis of 
note circulation that there were strong in- 
ducements to the banks to outbid private 
investors, who would find in the bonds 
nothing more than the best form of 
security, paying only 2 per cent, per an- 
num, and that it was expected—and this 
expectation was fulfilled—that the bonds 
would be used’ chiefly as a basis for 
additional banknote circulation, and that 
such circulation would contribute its 
share to relieving the acute pressure for 
currency which existed throughout the 
country. 

** Even {f there had been no other justi- 
fication for limiting subscriptions to Na- 
tional banks, this consideration—that the 
bonds would be used to meet the pres- 
sure for currency—would, in the opinion 
of the department, have justified an abso- 
lute restriction of the awards to National 
banks. 

“The legal right of the department to 
make allotments of the bonds and securi- 
ties to such persons and banks and in 
such amounts as it might see fit can | 
hardly be galled in question, in view of 
the fact that the circular offering the 
Panama bonds contained this distinct pro- 
| vision: 

The department also reserves the right to 
reject any or all bids, !f deemed to be to the 
interests of the United States so to do. 


Limiting Individual Awards. 


“Obviously, so far as the offer of 
securities was influenced by the desire to 
prevent distress in the money market, it 
would have failed of this purpose if 
awards had been made, even to bona fide 
bidders, which would haye resulted in 
large drafts upon the reserve money of 
the banks and would not’ have aided in 
drawing money from private hoards. It 
was therefore decided in the case of the 
Panama bonds to make no awards to 
individuals in excess of $10,000. It was 
also decided to accept the highest bids 
of National banks for the remainder of 
the issue after these minimum allotments 
to individuals. 

“The total bids for the Panama Canal 
bonds amounted to $2,220,604,580, or more 
than forty-four times the amount offered. 
This fact, mot heretofore made public, 
would have stamped the loan as an even 
more remarkable success than it was if 
all these bids could have been regarded 
as made in good faith by responsible 
parties. Examination showed, however, 
that many were not only speculative in 
character, but in many cases were for 
very large amounts by those who were 

ersonally irresponsible and incapable of 

aving made even the smallest prelim- 
inary payment if such payment had been 
required. 

*“When the awards were made, there- 
fore, the bonds were awarded without 
hesitation to National banks in those 
cases where the prices offered were 102% 
or higher, and where the bid appeared in 
other respects to be made in good faith 
and with full capacity on the part of the 
bidder to execute his contract. The 
amount thus awarded to National banks 
was $24.998,040. 

‘““The awards made to individuals were 
| limited to those cases where the amounts 
| subscribed for were for $10,000 or less, 
| because such bids had at least a prima 

facie appearance of good faith. A con- 
siderable portion of these small bids, 
even, were speculative. 


3 Per Cents to National Banks. 


“The 3 per cents afforded a conven- 
fent means to the banks at once to in- 
| crease their circulation. For this reason 
the Secretary of the Treasury thought 


proper to announce at an early date that 
offers from individuals would no longer 
be received, and it was ultimately decided 
‘ e ane no allotments except to National 
| banks.

“While the awards of 2 per cent. bonds 
were made primarily to the highest bid- 
ders among National banks, the effect 
of the awards was to distribute the bonds 
among banks in forty of the forty-six 
States of the Union. The one-year cer- 
tificates were distributed less widely, but 
were taken, however, by institutions in at 
least eighteeg States. 

“The issue Df the Panama bonds would 
have been required in any case within a 
short time to meet the expenses of con- 
structing the canal, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury could hardly be held respon- 
sible for the effect of such issues upon the 
volume of the banknote circulation what- 
ever might be his opinion as to the de- 
sirability of the inflation which might 
result. . Practically, therefore, the re- 
respnsibility resting upon him relates only 
to the $15,436,000 in the one-year certifi- 
cates and will terminate with their ma- 
turity and redemption on Noy. 30 of the 
present year. 

‘When the pressure was focused on the 
financial centre of the country it seemed 
advisable to forcus relief there also, The 
National banks of New York City held on 
Aug. 22 only $28,253,386 in deposits of pub- 
lic money, or considerably less than 3 per 
cent. of the National banking capital of 
the city. The United States deposits in 
National banks in all other places were 
about $115,000,000, or more than 12 per 
cent. of the National banking capital of 
the remainder of the country. 

‘Tt is plain, therefore, that the National 
banks of New York were not favored with 
any large proportion of public moneys, 
but, if any unintentional discrimination 
was shown, were treated less favorably 
than the banks of other sections of the 
country. 


Conserving the Public Interest. 

“It may not be inappropriate for me 
to say in this connection, so that there 
may be no misunderstanding on this point, 
that I have not deposited a dollar of the 
public moneys in the National banks of 
the country upon any other basis than 
that of the public interest. These funds 
have been deposited and distributed with- 


out regara to partisanship, and no indi- 
vidual or association of individuals, .no 
city or State or section, has received any 
other than that fair and impartial con- 
sideration to which each is entitled, 

‘“‘“ While the banks of the State of New 
York appear as holders of public moneys 
to the amount of 26.8 per cent. of their 
capital and surplus, the banks of the 
New England, Eastern, and Middle West- 
ern States, taken as a whole and includ- 
ing New York, show a percentage of de- 
posite to capital and surplus of only a 
ittle more than 15 per cent. The banks 
of the Southern, Western, and Pacific 
States, on the other hand, show a pro- 
portion of nearly 18 per cent. With the 
elimination of New York from the East- 
ern group, the reentage of the remain- 
in astern and Middle Western States is 
only about 11.2.” 

Considerable space is devoted to show- 
ing that much consideration was shown to 
communities where particular trade move- 
ments involve a special demand for cur- 
rency at certain intervals. 

The report hints in a general way at 
a possible Treasury deficit at the close of 
the current year. 

Secretary Cortelyou intimates that if 
new legislation does not relieve him of 
the guardianship over the money market 
that has tacity arisen, he must make pro- 
vision for relieving it my making de- 

osits in the Autumn, the season when 
he demand for money is usually the 
greatest. For this purpose alone, ynder 
the present system, he considefs it expe- 
dient to reduce the present volume of de- 
posits of public moneys in banks. The 
maturing 3 per cent. bonds will also re- 
quire funds. 

“The department,” says he, “is firm- 
ly convinced that'the cash balance now on 
hand is not more than adequate to meet 
all these requirements, and that no well- 
founded criticism can He against its policy 
of increasing the balance temporarily by 
the sale of securities with the incidental 
purpose of preventing grave financial dis- 
aster.”’

HENHOUSE FULL OF BARKS 


Committee Remonstrates with Him—

SCOTCH PLAINS, N. J., Jan. 29.—The 
Rev. Thomas Moore-Smith, pastor of the 
Baptist Church here, compelled by his 
congregation to choose between dogmas 
and dogs, has chosen dogs. 

No fancier who attended the big dog} 
shows of recent years and saw the pastor-!} 
fancier’s Champion Erin’s Molly Malone 
and Champion Erin's Doctor Terry carry | 
off a bundle of ribbons for Irish water | 
spaniels blames Mr. Moore-Smith for his | 
choice. But his congregation does. The | 
pastor had the case put fairly up to him, | 
and now conservative Scotch Plains hopes } 
that after next April the ancient stone 
parsonage will be less like a kennel. 

Ever since its founding by the nine 
Scotch brothers in 1698, Scotch Plains has | 
prided itself upon its Scotch flavor and its} 
Scotch conservatism. When they were | 
building the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey and the Baptist Church was solid- 
ly constructed in the hope of a real estate} 
boom and a big town to follow, certain 
of the Scotch citizens decided that the 
railroad could enter the town only under 
certain conditions that the company found 
onerous. 

So incensed was the company that it 
tore up the mile or more of track that had | 
been laid into Scotch Plains and set its 
station a mile outside of town, so that 
now Fanwood is the nearest railroad 
station to Scotch Plains. 

The next real event in the town’s his- 
tory was in the Baptist Church pastorate 
of the Rev. Gideon Shott. He began a 
crusade on the saloons at Scotch Plains 
But Scotch is Scotch even in Scotch 
Plains. So they deposed the Rev. Gideon. 
Then came the Rev. Thomas Moore-Smith | 
from Glasgow remotely, and from Belfast 
immediately. With him came some or 
dozen Irish water spaniels.

It seems that the 
neighbors of the deposed Pastor Shott 
had been in the habit of drawing on thé 
Shott henhouse for occasional loans of an 
odd half dozen or so of eggs ‘“ when 
store eggs were too high.”

MR. CORTELYOU'S “ DEFENSE.” 

Secretary CorTeiyou having contrib- 
uted as much as any other man, save 
one, toward rescuing his countrymen 
from the ravages of panic, now comes 
forward with what is called hie justifi- 
cation, He cites the law for his acts, 
and we are mistaken {f even his critics 
do not applaud. | 

The Secretary says that he was in- 
fluenced to the tssue of securities “ by 
the conclusion that it was advisable to 
take some strong and resolute step 
which would convince the public, both 
at home and abroad, that the Govern- 
ment was thoroughly alive to the sit- 
uation, and determined to give its aid 
in every possible legal and proper 
form.” This is simply in accord with 
the precedents, and the beneficial ef- 
fects were realized as they always have 
been. 

There is no need to say anything in 
defense of the issue of Panama bonds. 
The money they supplied was expended 
upon the canal, according to the stat- 
ute. It fs merely a happy coincidence 
that the bonds thus available were also 
useful fn allaying panic. The one-year 
Treasury certificates were issued sim- 
ply as a matter of discretion, accord- 
ing to statutory authority. It is hyper- 
critical to condemn an act of honest of- 
ficial discretion, even if the results are 
not good. It is impossible to dissent 
from Secretary CorTrenrovu’s declara- 
tion that {t was not his duty, 


tn order to meet the current needs of the 
Treasury, to involve a financial disaster 
by attempting to withdraw funds on de- 
posit with National banks at a time when 
they were subject to severe strain in 
meeting the business requirements of the 
country, and when any additional act or 
policy tending to subject them to further 
pressure might make absolutely impossi- 
ble, if it were not already so, the return 
to the Treasury of the funds required for 
meeting its obligations. 

No one appreciating the meaning of 
such words from a Secretary of the 
Treasury—upon bis defense, forsooth— 
and remembering that there were days 
when we were within minutes of wide- 
spread bankruptcy can join in criticism 


of what was done. 


THE STEEL TRADE. 

The Steel Corporation’s reports are 
both the most specific and most au- 
thoritative sources of information upon 
the iron trade, and, therefore, it is not 
open to observers of commercial or in- 
dustrial conditions to di 
evidences of the depression indicated 
in its last quarterly report. The year 
of its largest earnings closes with a 
phenomenal drop in business. The de- 
crease in net earnings from $48,804,285 
to $32,553,995 is the most severe which 
has been experienced since the drop 
from $82,422,954 to $15,087,181 in the 
closing quarter of 1903. The percent- 
age of unfilled tonnage to earnings is 
even smaller now than then, the figures 
being 21.3 and 14.2. 

The figures are not to be extenuated, 
but they may be interpreted. It Is 
just as lawful and reasonable to dwell 
upon the rapidity with which the steel 
trade regains ground as upon the swift- 
ness with which it loses it. Four suc- 
cessive quarters is the longest run of 
decline which the Steel Trust has ever

The substance of the statement of 
policy by the Government is that, de- 
spite the proclamation of the rival Sul- 
tan at Fez by the Ulema, and the 
troubles this may threaten to the old 
Sultan, France will adhere to the letter 
and the spirit of the Algeciras Conven- 
tion, will confine herself to the protec- 
tion of her Algerian frontier, to the 
organization of native police tn the 
coast cities, and to the punishment and 
prevention of such outrages on her citi- 
zens as caused the occupation of Casa- 
blanca. It will be seen that the latter 
feature of the policy is the only one 
that may lead to what can be called 
forward movements. But tn the Casa- 
blanca incident the military operations 
of the French have been strictly Hmited 
to such as were required for the safety 
of the French in and around the city. 
We have no doubt that those of the 
future will be guarded in the same 
manner, 

This conservative policy may be In- 
terfered with in one or both of two 
ways. The rival Sultans may wage o 
war that will menace all the cities of 
the coast and compel a formidable mili- 
tary movement on the part of France, 
or of France and some of the other 
Powers, and it may be found exceed- 
ingly difficult to limit this movement. 
Again, it may be that the aggressive 
party in Germany may induce the Gov- 
ernment again to propose the interna- 
tionalization of Morocco, as was sug- 
gested, though not seriously urged, at 
Algeciras. This would mean the uwlti- 
mate joint occupation and administra- 
tion of Morocco by the Huropean Pow- 

| ers, and to this the French Government 
| has announced firmly and frankly that 
| France cannot consent. The long Al- 
|gerian frontier confers rights and im- 
poses duties on France which she cane 
not, in accordance with the time-hon- 
ored principles of international somity, 
be asked to share with other Powers. 
Those principles are so well estab- 
lished that it is hardly consistent 
with friendly purpose to propose their 
Infringement. Nor Is it likely that the 
friends of France would leave her to 
contend against such a pretention un- 
aided,

THE PROGRESS OF EXPERIMENTAL 
MEDICINE. 

The current number of Science con- 
tains the notable address on new de- 
velopments in medicine through experi- 
ments on animals, delivered recently 
by Dr. Simon F.Lexner before the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science at Chicago. It is be- 
coming evident that a class of organic 
diseases is due not only to lack of nu- 
trition and consequent shrinkage of 
certain glands, diminishing their secre- 
tions, but to the abn4rmal increase of 
the secretions also, which is sometimes 
accompanied by chemical changes that 
may further complicate maladies like 
| chronic Bright’s disease, arterial dis- 
jease, and cretinism. These states may be 
induced and studied by transplanting 
living glandular tissue and visceral 
organs from one animal to another, 
| with resultant modifications of func- 
tion that. display gradations from 
health to specific disease. This, of

three declining quarters in this series. 
It is also to be noted that each cycle 
culminates in larger business and larger 
profits.

The result 
is that stocks are low. Whatever iron 
is wanted must be ordered and made. 
There are no overhanging accumula- 
tions of dear tron to be worked off at 
@ loss, or perhaps at the cost of bank- 
ruptcy, before the consumer can come 
into the market again. Also there is 


a minimum of that competition by | 


weak makers which has heretofore de- 
moralized the trade. It is bad busi- 
ness to press bankrupt fron upon an 
unwilling market. It is better that 
trade should revive from the bottom up, 
a healthy demand arising from the 
buyer’s ability to use his order at a 
profit. 

Come good times or bad times, there 
must bé some revival in the iron trade. 
Not even ff the yet unplanted crops 
should be poor would it be possible 
for present stagnation to persist. We 
know about the fron trade pretty near 
all that we do not know about the cop- 
per trade, and the comparison is full 
of encouragement for the premier in- 
dustry.

FRANCE IN MOROCCO. 

The policy of the French Govern- 
ment in Morocco has been sustained in 
the Chamber of Deputies by a vote 
of three to one. Not only is this de- 
cistve in the strength of the vote and 
in the unity of sentiment it shows 
among the unfortunately numerets 
“groups” in the Chamber, but it is 
noteworthy that ft followed an unusu- 
ally frank exposition of the policy of 
the Government by the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, with some illuminating 
remarks by M. CLEMENCEAU, For in- 
stance, during the debate the Premier’s 


functions that have lapsed, or of re- 
newing them artifictally. 

Facts have also been determined 
showing that the white scavengers of 
the blood oppose to their living and 
healthful function of swallowing bac- 
teria, the yielding up, when dead, of 
active digestive secretions which, but 
for the presence of neutralizing ele- 
ments in the blood, would destroy the 
bodily tissue, These saving elements, 
called antlenzymes, may become weak- 
ened in age or disease, when the white 
phagocytic secretions begin to destroy 
the body. It may be possible to con- 
trol the inflammations thus set up by 
serums that will restore the potency of 
the antienzymes. 

Bacteriology, which had suffered a 
reaction from its original brilliant dis- 
coveries, has taken a fresh start, a “ di- 
rect outgrowth of the old acquisitions,” 
of “gigantic ‘importance to the larger 
jinterests of social hygiene.” It is now 
certainly known that not only in cases 
of malaria and diphtheria, but in 
typhoid, dysentery, plague, pneumonia, 
cholera, influenza or “grip,” spinal 
menengitis, and other parasitic dis- 
| eases the recovered patient may be 
either {mmune or doubly susceptible 
to a second attack; and that if 
immune, he may spread the disease di- 
rectly or through the medium of bleod- 
sucking insects from parasites that 
have themselves acquired Immunity 
within the body of their host. There 
may be a general immunity tn all the 
tissues to a specific disease germ, or a 
“local” immunity merely, and the 
whole body may be susceptible to a 
second attack, or this susceptibility 
may be limited to certain tissues or 
locations. In seeking means of sup- 
pressing the injurious phenomena 
noted, Dr. Friexner declares that it 
“need not excite great surprise” if this 
should be accomplished largely through 
specific drugs, against the action of 
which bacteria will have no time to 
acquire immunity.

Observation, °#te4” dog, a cocker 
spaniel named Roger, 

and, taken together, they form one of the 
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reasoning power, but for all those who 
interpret the working of animal brains in 
the terms of human intelligence. The 
stories also illustrate strikingly the enor- 
mous difference between truthfulness and 
trustworthinegs, 

In the first narrative the dog’s owner 
tells with obviously firm inténtion to 
stick to the facts as he saw them, how, 
without much diffioulty, he gaught Roger, 
first to select.at command any one card 
from @ small number of them, then from 
a whole pabk; and later, by means of 
numbered and lettered cards, to spell 
names and to perform all the simpler 
arithmetical processes. Indeed, Roger’s 
education progressed with amazing rapidi- 
ty, and soon he did things Iike spelling 
out “h-u-n-d"" when ordered to translate 
“dog” into German. 

All these achievements the trainer firm- 
ly believed to be done by the dog exactly 
as @ bright child would do them, and the 
exhibitions would certainly have con- 
vinced almost anybody that Roger had a 
very good beginning for a human mind. 
Then a new-achool psychologist from Har- 
vard took the matter up, and his investi- 
gations had not gone far before the whole 
pretty structure lay in ruins. All that 
Roger had seemed to do was really done, 
quite unconsciously and unintentionally, 
by Roger’s master, and it was proved 
beyond question that, though the animal 
seemed to know so much, he had only a 
single, very simple ability—that of seeing 
and obeying one of a few slight hints as 
to the card or block on which it was de- 
sired he should place his foot. The mas- 
ter, not the dog, performed the mental 
operation every time, and in the whole 
performance there was not even 4 hint 
that Roger knew anything more about 
language than the majority of his kind, 
or that he ever had or ever could acquire 
the first elements of spelling or arith- 
metic. 

The case exactly duplicated that of the 
horse Hans, which so excited Berlin not 
long ago. The only deception in it was 
self-deception, but the deception was-com- 
plete, just the same. Had The Century 
printed only the first of these accounts 
it would have vastly encouraged the whole 
army of anthropomorphising naturalists, 
and so have done a lot of harm, but ac- 
companied by its antedote, a large public 
service {s performed. 
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Representative McGav- 
In has, of course, the 
best of rights to disap- 
prove of marriages be- 
tween rich American wo- 
men and titled foreigners; he has a fair 
to middling good right to give expression 
to his views, In or out of Congress; but 
for the exercise of a right it is well to 
choose one’s time and occasion, and 
even those who more or less agree with 
what Mr. MoGavin sald in the House on 
Tuesday will grieve over the peculiar in- 
civility and ‘bad taste, not to say boorish- 
ness, that prompted him to make his 
speech just when he did. 

He took care to say, indeed, that he in- 
tended no reflection upon any particular 
marriage, but he did not have the grace 
to admit that the particular marriage 
about which he and everybody else hap- 
pened to be thinking was open to few or 
none of the obvious criticisms that have 
been invited by some previous conjuga- 
tions of money and rank. It is at least 
possible, and rather easily possible, that 
this wedding resulted from exactly the 
reasons which the eloquent Congressman 
gave as the only foundations for marital 
happiness. By the exercise of but a little 
human kindness Mr, McGAVIN could have 
made that assumption and all the known 
facts would have supported it well enough. 
Instead, he preferred to run on at great 
length in denunciation of noblemen of 
the very basest sort and of the purchas- 
ing of shabby titles. None of this had 
any rélevance to currént ev@nts, and it 
was all utterly useless, since advice from 
Mr. McGAVIN is as little Iikely to be 


heeded as asked’ by the class he had in 
mind when he spoke. 

The American idea is to let people mar- 
ry whom they please. Not all marriages 
at home turn out well, and not all inter- 
national unions turn out ill.

GILDING REFINED GOLD, 


Turner Masterpieces in the Metropoll- 
tan Museum “ Cleaned.” 


To the Bditor of The New York Timea: 

if I am not much mistaken, a museum 
like the New York Metropolitan Museum 
of Art is supported largely for the pur- 
pose of giving to the masses an art edu- 
cation, and all the paintings, pleces of 
Statuary, and various collections on ex- 
hibition there are*intrusted to the care 
of the museum officials, This conceded, 
one might suppose that said officials 
would do all within their power to take 
proper care of these treasures and keep 
them in a condition beyond all criticism. 

This does not seem to be the policy of 
the museum in question. A short while 
ago @ laniscape painter of reputation 
asked me if I noticed that the four Tur- 
ners—since they have been rehung—had 
absolutely been spoiled by a cleaning 
process to which they had recently been 
submitted. I thought the statement ex- 
aggerated, and went to see with my own 
eyes. But it was only too true. The pict- 
ures have been cleaned so thoroughly 
that their greatest charm is lost. The 
blurred, indefinite, dreamlike character, 
the ghostly and mystic qualities pecullar 
to Turner's art have been washed away. 
Turner's “The Whaler” and “ Vqnice” 
were two of the most valuable specimens 
the museum contained. They have becn 
transformed into very ordinary canvases. 

Turner was a careless painter and es- 
sentially a surface manipulator, who, 
after painting the facts of a picture, 
would treat the surface over and over 
again with glazes, scumbles, daubs, min- 
fature color touches, thin washes, in 
which he would scrawl with the wooden 
end of his brush. He often applied water 
color over the varnish. It constitutes 
the principal charm of his canvases, as it 
does of all paintings painted in this man- 
ner. If such a@ picture is cleaned it is 
injured if not spofled. In “The Whaler” 
whole splashes of delicate color have been 
washed away, the sky has become a 
monotonous black, all the murkiness and 
frent-up fury of technique has vanished; 
ond his “ Venice” looks as new and raw 
as if it had been painted yesterday. 

I do not know who is responsible for 
this act of vandalism. This ts no re- 
proach to any particular person; the 
party who had the matter in charge prob- 
ably meant well enough. But why not 
consult artists and experts? Should a 
museum be conducted in such an indiffer- 
ent manner? Have the offictals of any 
museum the right to destroy paintings in 
their charge, to impoverish an lustitu- 
tion, and to deprive the public of the 
beauty of some of the finest specimens of 
painting that the nineteenth century has 
produced? This {s a question which the 
art-loving public has to answer.

CUSTOM HOUSE 


Collector Fowler Finds That Uncle Sam 
Is Letting In Other Tenants. 


Although the New York Custom House 
has been occupied less than three months 
a Hmit to rts capacity has been reached, 
and customs officials expressed them- 
Belves yesterday as being worried at the 
outlook for the future. 

It developed that, contrary to the under- 
standing existing In customs circles prior 
to the opening of the new building that 
the structure was to be devoted ex- 
clusively to the customs business of the 
port, this has turned out not to be tho 
case. 

Without consulting the local authoritie 
the Supervising Architect of the Treasury 
Department at Washington has been 
busily engaged tn assigning offices con- 
nected with other departments to the 
building. 

One of the outside offices, installed in 
the building ts that of the Bank Examiner. 
The suite of offices covers a large space 
on the fifth floor, while the Bureau of 
Animal industry of the Department of 
Agriculture is another tenant requiring 
much space. Others having offices in 
the Custom House are: 

Chinese Inspector, Department of Com- 
merce and Labor; Inspector of Machinery, 
Navy Department; Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission; Life-Saving Service, Superin- 
tendent of Construction; local Inspectors 
of Steam Vessels, and the Weather Bu- 
reau, which formerly had quarters at 
100 Broadway. Branch Station P of the 
Post Office occupies about one-fourth of 
the space on the main floor. 


BARNES VERDICT $391,666. 


He Wine Suit for Obtaining Conces- 
sions In China for Brice Syndicate: 


The jury before Supreme Court Justice 
Davis, which has been hearing the suit 
of Thurlow Weed Barnes to recover $900,- 
000 from the American-China Develop- 
ment Company, T. Sanford Beatty, as 
Treasurer of the Chinese Railway Syndi- 
cate, and the members of the latter syn-: 
dicate individually, in connéction with 
concessions which Barnes obtained from 
the Chinese Government in 1898, returned 
a verdict for $391,666 in favor of Mr. 
Barnes yesterday. 

Mr. Barnes set forth that he was em- 
ployed by the late Senator Calvin S. Brice, 
on behalf of the company, to obtain rail- 
way and ¢oal concessions in China, and 
that he succeeded in doing so throw h Wu 
Ting-Fang, the Chinese Minister. In 1905 
the Chinese Government repurchased 
these concessions for $6,750,000.

HOLDING DIAMOND PRICES. 


An Advance by the European Monop- 
oly Is Even Predicted for July 1.

any concessions, and said they were not 
over anxious to gell.

ACCUSES SLATTERY 


Bingham and His Secretary at 
Once Demand Inquiry Into 
a Graft Charge. 


CALL ON JEROME TO ACT 


Wasserman Says He’s Belng “ Hounde 
ed” for Not Paying Slattery 
$1,000 for Promotion. 


The charge was made yesterday by 
Sergt. Joseph A.. Wasserman in his trial 
at Police Headquarters that Daniel Slat- 
tery, Commissioner Bingham’'s secretary, 
had been hounding him because he 
wouldn't pay’ $1,000 to Slattery for his 
promotion in 1906. Immediately Commis- 
sioner Bingham addressed a letter to Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome requesting that he 
begin an investigation of the charge at 
once. At tho same time Mr. Slattery sent 
a letter to Mr. Jerome asking that the 
matter be laid before the Grand Jury. 

“This accusation is a deliberate false- 
hood,” sald Mr. Slattery, “and I eves 
venture to say that deep down in your 
heart you know it is false.” 

In the course of yesterday’s trial Was 
serman, his witnesses, and his lawyer 
succeeded in making these charges in 
addition to that against Slattery: 


Wasserman’s Charges. 


(2) That Deputy Commissioner Hanson ts 
a judge of whisky. 

(b) That the Second Deputy and his ste 
lites had had crooks belonging to the depart- 
ment to trail Wasserman. 

(c) That Mr. Hanson and his satellites had 
written anonymous letters to the District At- 
torney’s office about alleged resorts and all 
sorts of unseemly subjects. 

(4) That a trail of graft might be seem 
that led ‘‘ across the Commissioner's thresh- 
old.” 

Wasserman was one of the men of the 
District Attorney’s staff against whom 
Commissioner Bingham made charges of 
extortion early in January. On Jan. 9 
Wasserman, Detective John Butler, and 
Policeman Mara, all members of Jerome’s 
staff, were ordered to take their seats 
on a bench outside the Commissioner's 
office. The next day Wasserman didn’t 
appear for bench duty. His wife tele- 
phoned Police Headquarters that he was 
sick. And then, it is charged, he refused 
to see two police surgeons. 


Offers “ Brainstorm ” in Defense. 


Wasserman was represented by Abra- 
ham Levy. Deputy Commissioner Hane 
son acted as counsel for the Police De- 
partment, and First Deputy Commissioner 
Baker as the Trial Commissioner. Was- 
serman's defense is that he was so humil- 
lated by having been forced to sit on the 
bench in the hall, where he was subjected 
to jeers and gibes, that he was bordering 
on a “ brainstorm,’ wherefore his doctors 
would not allow him to see ayybody, 
though he did not specifically order any- 
body to exclude the police doctors. 

Dr. Charles Kennedy of 88 Rutgers 
Street said that on the night of Jan. 9 he 
saw Wasserman in the café of the Broad- 
way Central Hotel, and that Wasserman 
had said that if some people in the de- 
partment didn’t stop trying to “do” him 
he would “ blow their heads off.’’ Dr. 
Kennedy thought that statement showed 
him to be, in a measure, irrational. 

Dr. Joseph Slack, who attended Wassere 
man the next day, said that the Sergeant 


at the time was suffering from an attack 
of the grip, and that his temperature was 
1 


04. 

Detective John Butler, who sat on the 
bench with Wasserman on Jan. 9, said 
the Sergeant had said to him that he was 
being held up to publie ridioule, and that 
while the Commissioner himself was all 
right, Secretary Slattery was telling lies 
about him and trying to “job him” for 
not paying him $1,000 for his promotion 
in 1906 to tbe a Roundsman, the rank now 
termed a Sergeantcy. 

Edward J. Reardon. one of District At- 
torney Jerome’s process servers, whose 
shield was taken away from him by Com- 
missioner Bingham, quoted Wasserman 
as saying that Slattery was hounding the 
Sergeant for not paying him $1. for 
that promotion in December, 1906. 


Reardon Accuses Deputy Hansop. 

It has been charged that some of the 
District Attorney’s men, when they want- 
ed to strike a place for one reason OF an~- 
ether, would send an anorymous letter te 
Chauncey Langdon, Mr. Jerome’s secte- 
tary, whereupon a raid would be ordered. 
Mr. Hanson asked Reardon if he had ever 
written such letters. 

“No.” answered the witness. “ But 
they were written by men in your office, 
and I believe you wrote some.” 


Reardon said that he went with Was- 
serman from Police Headquarters after 
the Sergeant had left the bench on the 
afternoon of Jan. 9, and he told how 
Wasserman had taken a drink of whisky 
at a near-by saloon. 

““And you know that whisky tends t> 
excite a man?” asked Mr. Hanson. 

“You ought to be able to answer that 

uestion better than I can,’ answered 

eardon. “I heard of you running out 
of Healy’s and leaving your gloves be- 
hind.” 

This story was subsequently retracted 
by a newspaper man who had printed it. 

Secretary Langdon testified that he 
had found Wasserman at his home, 1,304 
Somneapease Avenue, the Bronx, ill and 
feverish, on the night of Jan. 9, when he 
had gone there to convey to him a mes- 
sage from District Attorney Jerome. He 
hadn’t conveyed the message, he said, be- 
cause he had thought Wasserman was too 
ill. Upon being pressed Mr. Langdon said 
that the message told Wasserman to get 
back to the bench and to be obedient and 
militarylike; that he would be amply pro- 
tected if he was being persecuted unjust- 
ly, and that “no bunch of crooks or any 
Police Commissioner ’’ would be allowed 
to “job” him. 

Wasserman testified that he had been 
transferred from the bench squad three 
days after he had been assigned there, 
He said that he believed he was being hu- 
miliated by the bench assignments be- 
cause he “knew the character of the 
men” who had been trailing him for 
peste and who nad jibed and jeered at 

im. 

Wasserman said that he knew Herman 
Rosenthal, a bookmaker, but Lawyer 
Levy objected, saying that extraneous 
matter was cetes dragged into the in- 
quiry, and then Mr. Hanson declared that 

e wanted to show the credibility of the 
witness. 

“Tf it can be shown that a well-known 
bookmaker and a witness have had re- 
lations, and that money has passed be+

First Appearance In Verdi’s Rigoletto 
—Renaud’s Remarkable Impersonation. 


Mme. Tetrazzini appeared in a new part 
at the Manhattan Opera House last night, 
that of Gilda in “ Rigoletto.” There was 
another large audience that filled all the 
seats, though it did not crowd the stand- 
ing room quite so uncomfortably as had 
heretofore been the case. It expended 
much enthusiasm upon Mme. Tetrazzint 
when occasion offered; occasion does not 
offer so frequently in ‘ Rigoletto” as in 
most df the other operas in which she 
appears, because it is so largely a bari- 
tone’s opera and Rigoletto’s part is the 
dominating one. 

It may be said also that the audience 
showed much appreciation for the al- 
together remarkable impersonation of that 
character by Mr. Renaud. That great 
artist, of whose ministrations we are so 
soon to be deprived, presents a study of 
the character that practically exhausts its 
possibilities. In it the grotesque, the pa- 
thetic, the tragic have by turn full ex- 
pression, and the varying motives are set 
forth with subtlety and power and with 
an astonishing command of stage, craft, 
of action and facial play, and endless 
suggestive touches. Mr, Renaud was in 
admirable voice likewise, and. his singing 
was a potent reinforcement of all the 
dramatic qualities of his impersonation. 

Mme. Tetrazzini made no wholly new 
disclosure of her art beyond what she 
had shown before tn “‘ La Traviata’ and 
“ Lucia.’ Her Gilda, however, is one of 
the best of the achievements she has yet 


put to her credit in New York; and in her 
singing last evening she showed some of 
her most artistic traits. These were, for 
most of her hearers, summed up in the air 
“Caro Nome” in the second act, in which 
her singing showed most of her good 
qualities and few of her worse ones. Her 
voice was clear and vibrant, her fioriture 
were brilliant and Hmpid, Her staccato, 
her arpeggios, her runs and scales were 
for the most part easily, accurately and 
spontaneously delivered, and there was 4 
descending chromatic scale that was of 
special beauty, so far as beauty may be

NIESSEN-STONE’S RECITAL. 


Unfamiliar Songs by Franz, Brahms, 
Wolf, and MacDowell Sung. 


Mme. Matja von Niessen-Stone gave a 
song recital yesterday afternoon in Men- 
delssohn Hall, the second she has given 
this season. Mme. von Niessen-Stone is 
an intelligent student of the literature of 
song, and is fond of extricating unfamil- 
jar creations of the better composers from 
more or less undeserved obscurity and 
bringing them before her public. Her 
programme yesterday was the result of 
this inclination. She had five songs each 
by Franz and Brahms, all of which, with 
the exception.of Brahms’s ‘ Sapphische 
Ode,” appear rarely on singers’ pro- 
grammes; there were four by Hugo wolt 
that are as good as unknown here, and 
five of MacDowell’s of which only one, 
“Deserted,” is familiar, The trouble 
with this programme was, especially in 
the first part of it, that there was too 
little contrast In the mood of the music. 
Thus, of the ten songs by Franz and 
Brahms, the majority were in a most 
serieus, not to say mournful, vein. 

And it was a deficiency of the singer 
that she emphasized instead of minimizing 
this monotony by the style of her deliv- 
ery. Mme. Von Niessen Stone is a serious 
and sincere artist, entirely concentrated 
upon the music she is singing, without a 
suspicion of personal display. But she 
has neither the emotional temperament 
nor the varied means of expression to 
give contrast and point and strong char- 
acterization to her interpretations of songs. 
There was much to give pleasure in her 
singing of individual songs, and the un- 
affected style is to be commended. Her 
voice, however, lacks charm and her style 
has certain mannerisms, such as her habit 
of making a slight swell upon successive 
tones and phrases. Nor, it must be said, 
does she always find herself squarely 
upon the pitch, especially in her upper 
register. 

It was interesting to hear the songs 
she sang. The four by Hugo Wolf by 
no means go to support the extravagant 
claims that have been made for him as 
the greatest of song writers. The ‘‘ Song 
of the Wind” has picturesqueness and 
fantasy, and ‘‘The Forsaken Maiden”

TO RETURN NEXT SEASON 


In a New Emotional Play from the

Alla Nazimova will not finish a second 


season in New York at the Bijou Thea- 


tre, as expected. Owing to recent develop- 
ments, her managers have decided to send 
her on tour to Boston and Philadelphia.

During the period. of more than a year 
during which Nazimova has been the sole 
attraction at the Bijou she has estab- 
lished an unprecedented record for a for- 
eign artist making her first appearance 
as an English-speaking actress.

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YACHTSMEN ADOPT 
~ IMPORTANT RULES 


Alter Method of Measurement to 
Correct Evasions of Code 
and Gross Inaccuracies. 


RADICAL CHANGES VETOED 


Refuse to Alter Time Allowance Scale 
jor to Adopt Scantling Rules or Cabin 
Restrictions — Classes Unaltered. 


Advocates of radical changes in the 
yacht racing rules and measurement re- 
strictions were decisively defeated at. the 
meéeting of the Atlantic Coast Conference 
assembled at the New York Yacht Club- 
house on West Firty-fourth Street last 
evening and failed to pass all of the de- 
cided alterations in the.code that have 
been agitated in yachting circles recently. 
There will be no reduction in the time- 
allowance scale, so persistently urged on 
every hand; no scantling rules or cabin 
house restrictions, as the New England 
yachtsmen advocate; no change in the 
draft regulatien, and no alteration of 
class requirements. Yachts built during 


1908-9 may be constructed anywhere In a 
class desired and will not be required to 
rate at the top, as has been suggested. 

In spite of these sweeping negative ac- 
tions, the conference adopted some very 
important changes, both in the measure- 
ment rule and in the racing laws. The 
changes in the measurement rule dealt 
altogether with the method of taking 
measurements and were designed to cor- 
rect some flagrant abuses and to secure 
greater accuracy. 

The measurement changes dealt with 
the sail area, quarter beam length, and 
displacement, the three principal factors 
in the rule. Of these, the most important 
was that affecting displacement. Under 
the old conditions, displacement was com- 
puted very inaccurately, and it was never 

sible to get the same result from any 
wo measurements.

BOND MARKET AGAIN ACTIVE 


Rumors Play Part In the Day’s De- 
velopments—Time Money 
Eases. 


The stock market had a number of un- 
favorable influences to contend with yes- 
terday, and, while the movement of prices 
during the greater part of the day re- 
flected nothing more than indecision as 
to the effect of these matters in the 
closing hour of trading, there were sharp 
and general declines. The professional 
operators who have been responsible for 
the bulk of the business transacted on 
the floor for many weeks appeared to be 
unable to construe satisfactorily the earn- 
ings statement of the United States Steel 
Corporation for the December quarter, 
which was published after the closing of 
the Exchange on Tuesday, The fact that 
the corporation’s earnings for the month 
of October constituted a new high record 
was pleasing, as was the total income for 
the quarter, but the drop from $17,000,000 
to $10,000,000 in November, and again to 
$5,000,000 in December, an amount insuffl- 
cient to meet the preferred dividend re- 
quirements for that period, was discon- 
certing. It left the inference that earn- 
ings for the current month, and perhaps 
for the current quarter, must be calou- 
lated upon a basis little better than that 
afforded by the December returns. The 
Steel shares reflected the prevailing un- 
certainty over the outlook in this respect 
through the substantial losses sustained 
by them on the day. Reading and the 
group of anthracite stocks responded to 
the announcement of the closing of bust- 
ness by sharp declines. Working against 
the market as a whole were the many 
rumors which the day brought forth, 
which, in the main, had to do with an 
understanding in the financial district 
that a Presidential message is to be laid 
before Congress shortly which will prove 
more drastic in its handling of corpora- 
tions and corporate interests than any of 
its predecessors. Banking and brokerage 
houses tried in vain to confirm this per- 
sistent report by means of their corre- 
spondents in Washington yesterday, but 
in spite of their inability to do so, the 
rumor held its ground and exercised much 
influence upon sentiment. It was largely 
responsible for the market’s display of 
weakness at the very close of the day. 

Little change occurred in the money 
market position. Call money rates ruled 
at the nominal quotations of earlier days 
of the week, and time money was again 
obtainable in liberal volume at rates rep- 
resenting extreme ease for this season of 
the year. Brokers handling mercantile 
paper reported unusual activity, the vol- 
ume of this business, in fact, running for 
the current month to almost unprecedent- 
ed figures. Money rates abroad displayed 
a firmer tendency than of late, &@ move- 
ment not unconnected with the pending 
offers of new securities in large amounts, 
Paris took no gold from the London mar- 
ket during the day. Here, confirmation 
by the Controller of the city of reports 
published a fortnight ago regarding a new 
offering of city bonds had no depressing 
effect upon present issues, and the bond 
market as a whole was stronger and rela- 
tively more active than the stock depart- 
ment.

Bond Market Not Uniform. 

Bond men generally are agreed that the 
market for good securities is getting into 
g00d shape, but there is not a uniform 
market by any means for all classes of 
bonds. It te perfectly true that there has 
been a big advance in many issues. New 
York City bonds are an excellent example. 
Beme of the older issues of these bonds, 
which were bought around & or 85 not 
very long ago, are now selling as high as 
88. The same may be said in the case of 
first-class railroad bonds, but an analysis 
of the ‘market would show that bonds 
which might he called second rate are not 
80 easy to dispose of, and the difference 
between the bid and asked prices is com- 
paratively large. Then again, where the 
quotations in the case of bonds of that 
class are close together, it is likely to be 
found that there is not very much of a 
market. Taking it all in all, however, 
bond men are satisfied with the situation 
and with the improvement. Investors are 
cautious and figure very closely before 
making commitments, There is another 
feature to the bond market that has been 
remarked, and that is the tendency where 
a large amount of good bonds are offered 
at once, for the market to flatten out. 
That, however, is a condition which might 
develop at any time. 

*,* 
Commercial Paper Easier. 

All the reports concerning the money 
market indicate an easier tendency, and 
it is said by brokers that this tendency is 
manifest, not only in the matter of Stock 
Exchange loans, but in other quarters as 
well. There is a betterment in the com- 
mercial paper market to the extent that 
quotations for first-class paper are sub- 
stantially lower than a month ago, and 
merchants regard the situation as very 
much improved. A visitor at one of the 
private banking houses yesterday said 
that he was very hopeful about business, 
and reviewed the situation, concluding 
as follows: ‘‘ Merchants are under less 
strain at present than they were three or 
four weeks ago. From their point of view 
the monetary situation is shaping up all 
right, although in the case of commercial 
needs it was very much slower than in 
the matter of speculative requirements. 
It is needless to repeat that there is a 
distinct contraction in business, but I 
believe that a tendency to exaggerate 
this contraction is growing, and that it is 
ignoring the facts. Personally, it seems 
to me that any one who studies present 
conditions and can go back to the other 
days of financial;stress will find much 
to comfort him at present.” 

More City Bonds. 

No particular attention was paid to the 
announcement that the city would prob- 
ably sell $40,000,000 of bonds in the im- 
mediate future. 
as a possibility for some time. Only the 
date of the prospective sale was not 
known, and it is not known yet. Appar- 
ently, the announcement did not have any 
special effect on the market for the other 
city. issues, but those who are in close 


touch with the trading noticed an easier | 


tendency and a lack of buying power 
which was not apparent to the casual ob- 
fberver. Bond men discussed, however, the 
future of the city market in view of the 
existing issues and the prospect of an is- 
sue of $40,000,000 more, Taking merely the 
8% per cent. revenue bonds, the city has 
enough securities outstanding at the pres- 
ent time to induce a speculative move- 
ment in them.

One factor that is likely to 
be brought into prominence in connection 


with the city market is the possible re- | 


duction in the amount of Government de- 
posits and the consequent withdrawal of 
city issues which are used as collateral.

_ Trading in Trust Co. Accounts. 

Quite a business has been done since the 
closing of the Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany in the buying and selling of accounts 
and certificates of deposit. The market 
generally has been maintained between 
65 and 67, although higher prices have 
been paid for certificates of deposit, and 
book accounts have been sold, it is un- 
derstood, at 62 and 63. In the last week 
or so there has been Increased activity 
in this direction, and comparatively large 
blocks have been in the market. 
tinction is made between the book ac- 
counts and the certificates of deposit. 
The book accounts usually command a 
point less than the certificates of deposit, 
being less easy to handle and necessitat- 
ing the checking up by officers of the 
company.

Mr. Read is head of the banking house 
of William A. Read & Co., Mr, Bulkley 
a& member of Spencer Trask & Co., and 
Mr. Butler head of the Stock Exchange 
house of Butler Brothers & Co. Joline, 
Larkin & Rathborne have been appointed 
counsel for the committee, It is expected 
that within a few days a call will be is- 
sued for the deposit of debentures.

Regulations Promulgated Dealing with 


Duty on Filied Bottles. 


Im sustaining in part a protest file@ by 
@..H. Burr and others of New York, the 
Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers, in a decision by Judge Somerville yes- 
¢terday, made a ruling affeoting the du- 
tlable charges on filled bottles. 

The board holds that the provision in 
the Dingley tariff for “ bottles filled” 
Goes not include accessories to the bottles, 


such as corks, capsules, labels, wiring, 
— envelopes. The cost of such items, 
t is held, should not be included in the 
dutiable value of the bottles, but should 
be attributed to their contents. Another 
oint in the decision is that though filled 
ttles are enumerated in the tariff as 
articles dutiable at an ad valorem rate, 
ee from their contents, they are 
ot within Section 19, prescribing that 
the dutiable value of imported merchan- 
dise shall include the cost of the cover- 
ings and of other expenses incident to 
preparing it for exportation. 
rges for packing boxes and for fill- 
ing and packing the bottles should not, 
the decision says, be distributed between 
the bottles and their contents, but should 
be assigned wholly to the contents, 
Charges on goods in bottles are included 
in the dutiable value of the contents of 
the bottles, where such contents are sub- 
ect to an ad valorem rate. If the con- 
nts are subject to a specific duty or are 
At y of duty, such charges are not duti- 
able,
